Now that Macno is declared free from 
the epidemic of bubonic plague, a few 
remarks upon the development of tho 
discaso there maynot be without inter- 
est. Onr readers may recollect that 
whon tho plague broke out in Hougkoog 
in May, 1804, tha epidemic seemed to 
have already a, firm footing within a 
radius of a° couple of -hundred miles; 
but, stratige to-sny, Macao was appa- 
rently froc from the disease. How it 
was possible for Mnoao, situated as it is, 
in “constant “communication with 
spear districts, . such 

ongkong, Castes, Hoihow, Pukboi, 
a, to come out free of the 
disease, was ‘boyoud- comprehension. 
Bot as. not n single -cnse was 
reported by tho’ ‘authorities: of Ma- 
ono, the statement'had to be: accepted, 
though many marvalled at Macao's ex- 
teaordinary immunity. - Subsequent 
evants, we venture to think, prove that 
Macao must. have been affected by 
plague in. 1804,. Whether -the autho- 
tities were ignorant of the fact or not is, 
of course, difficult toany ; but the death 
rote for the closing months of 1804 and 
the early. months of 1806 would: seam 
to indi¢ata the prevalence of an apidemia 
of some sort or other, That the epide- 
mio was: plague there is no absolute 
proof, -but having... regord ‘ta. the 
statements of: Hongkong, modical. men 
thar plague bad broken ont-in Macao 
and was claiming’ numaroud victims, 
we ure disposed’ to believe that the 
epidemic wos plague, and. that tho, au- 

otities wore either culpably’ ignorast 
‘or were hiding thé fact from tho officials 
‘of. this Colony ‘aud. of evary port Yaviag 
‘maritime iotarcoursd’ with the Portu- 
guege Colony. Coapasiog the ate. of 
mortelity emongat the Chiness-ia- Mae

As there is no regulation for_repister- 
ing deaths occurring iri Macao (an omis- 
sion quite in keeping with the oiethods 
of regulating iaeayie Portuguese ‘colo- 
nies), the above ia only ao incomplete 
liat of buriols as reported by the guards 
at the barrier, or, to be more precise, it 
was the oumber of funerals which passed 
the guard-housa at the barrier for in- 
terment at the Chinese territory af Cow- 
si or beyond. From this, we under- 
stand,the official records are m ‘aup,and 
ara published periodically ia tne official 

ing of * List of 
Chinese who died in Macao and were 
buried beyond the Barrier.’ But what 
‘became of the Chinese who died and 
were buried in Macao, and those who 
were transported by boats or junks to 
numerous adjacent places for final dra- 
posal? No record. is taken of them, or 
else the above list would be swalled 
enormously. It will ba seen from 
the above table shot while the 
number. of deaths in December, 
1893, was only 80, in the cor- 
responding month in 1894 there were 
$12 deaths recorded. As there was no. 
other epidemic prevalent in Macao in 
December, 1894, it ia fair to conclude 
that the increased number of deaths 
must be assigned to plague, So far os 
we can learn, notwithstunding the ap- 
parent cnormously increased death-rate, 
the authorities never took the trouble 
to investigate fur themeelves ‘the cause 
of such an extraordinary death-rate, 
We should have thought: thia ona fact 
would have been sufficient to stir into 
activity the officials of any civilised 
Colony, and instead of Macio’s officials 
making an outcry because Chinese im- 
migration to Hongkong was stopped 
peremptorily they ought to be ashamed 
of theit own laxity and their ot- 
tempts to mislead the Government 
of Hongkong. ‘Tha disease, it 
seems, after quietly carrying away se- 
veral hundreds of victims—-it may bo 
thousands—in 1804, bad apparently 
become dormant during the winter only 
to resume this year with redoubled 
virulence, and to such an slarm- 
ing extent that the obsolete 
tactics of concealing facts. adopted 
by the officiuldom of Mecao: proved 
useless; the truth’ had to come ont. 
The ofticials, while forced ultimstely 
to acknowledge the existence of plague. 
tried hard - “* ow dust inthe eyes of 
ating that ‘there were only 
and that the disesse was 
not con. ‘ous, nor was it a fact that 
many _.. were reported from a row of 
houses in-a loug street, &e., ato." ‘The 
spontaneous visit of D-. Lowson ‘to 
Macao and his subsequent report, to. the 
Government of the Colony, ns Well’ os 
Taospector Quincey'’s private intorma- 
tion regarding the alarming character’ 
of the disease, were all strongly opposed 
by tie officials at Macao, especially In- 
spector- Quincey’s report, which so roused 
the ire of the Greco’ of Macao that 
that high official, through the Portu- 
guese Consul in Hongkong,eaw fit to 
communicate to the Hongkong Govern- 
ment a protest against the so-called un- 
founded and malicious statements of In- 
spector Quincey. All. this fooling 
was of no“fivail. Like one of Shake- 
sneare’a characters, the Portuguese 
Government protested too — mucll. 
“All's well that’ ends well,’ how- | 
ever; our Portuguese neichbours 
have been tuught aless-n.. We hope 
they will profit by it, In cenclusion 
we have only’ to congratulate the in- 
habitants of Macao on the disappearance 
of plague from their midst. With 
energetic officials who will deveta more 
time -to the detection of disease aad to 
the Rael od of: it out, instead of 
tupning their heads into the sand, as 
the ostrich is erroneously supposed. to 
do, there is no reason why the attractive 
health resort’‘of Macao should not ro- 
gain its lost preatige in the eyes of 

ongkong.

Wator-closots in the Colony is andesirable. 

Mr Ede based bis remarks on the opinions 
expressed in the report of a sub-committee 
of the Board in March this year. Opiniona 
therein were given by doctors, architects, 
engineers, and housebolders, oll against the 
use of water-closets in Hongkong. But 
epplications continued to be made for sanc- 
tian, and it waa necessary to have oa rele 
on the subject. 

De Westcott soconded the motion, No 
doubt water c-rriage is the boat, but Hong- 
kong is not yet ready for its universal ap- 
plication. 

Dr Lowson oppo ed the motion, It 
would not be right to lay down a principla 
which a future Board would repudiate. 

Mr Cooper pointed out that when the 
Board adopted its sub-committes’s- recom~- 
mondations last March, the opinions accom- 
panyiog them were aot adopted ; they were 
excluded as to2 prophetic. Water carriage 


would not suit some places, but would euit 
Hongkong, with ita -atrong and regular 
tides. Though tho ‘drainage system was 
not yet complete enough for the univereal 
adoption of water closets, there was no 
dangor in that fact, for the adoption would 
be very far frum universal yet.

WATER YOR UATTLE.

REGULATIONS FOL LAUNDEIES,

1.—All laundries must be registerud. 

2.—All lanndries must bo in buildings 
lighted, vontilated, paved and drainod in 
socordance with the 1884 byelaws. 

3.—All laundries must be kept cloan, 
and lime-washed at least once a year. 

4. undries must not bs used as 
dwollings, or for anyiiing oise but laundry 
work. . 

5.—Nobody except caretakers or men 
engaged on special laundry work shall stay 
all night in a laundry. 

6.—All laundries ‘shall ba always open to 
inspection by the cfficers of the Board.

THE SERMITE SEWAGE SYsren. 


A aumber of priated documents, pub- 
lished by a Loitdon Engineering firm, were 
circulated by request, : 

The Secrotary wrote—This appears to be 
tbe question: Do properly constructed 
sewers, kept io proper working order and 
with proper provision for systewatic and 
regular flushing, require to be regn'arly or 
even irregularly deodorised? Thirs oun, J 
.Ubink, be but one saswer—No, Of course, 
thia answer assumes that the houses deaina 
connected to the sewers aro pre perly con- 
atcucted, reasonably wall looked after, and 
that there is a sufiicient supp'y of water. It 
is therefore perfeo ly clear to me that this 
ingenious syatem of deodorising sewage, 
through the production of chlorine by the 
electrolysis of sea water, ia simply a oon- 
irivance to ronder as innocuous a8 possible 
the sewers and sewage of a defectively- 
drained town, Thecost of en'at lishing and 
working such a method of deodorisation 
would ina very short time b, far greater 
than the cost of putting the draina of the 
town in proper order. Apirt altogether 
from that, it. must be beroe in mind tat 
the aysteim is still in its exporimental staye, 
Under thcss circumstances, I am of opinion 
that it would be folly to introduce the system 
here, for it wonld simply mean a huge at-

Tho bad quality is pro- 
bably due to defective distillation, prepara- 
tion and making. 

The Secretary of the Board wrate—Tho 
substance of the report is to the effect that 
the rum and gin are in all probability 
purely artificial preparations, but tha 
analyses do nat show that they ,contain 
anything which would bo especially injurious 
to the health of ordinary moderate con- 
sumore, Indalged in to excess, like 
ardent spirits, they are bound to be in- 
jorious ; and et the cheap rate they are 
sold, Y have no doubt it is this excess, vary 
often great excots, that bas drawn tho at, 
tontion of the Naval and Military anthori- 
ties to the pernicious effect they have on 
soldiers and sailors. 


MABEETS, 
Io reference to certain complaints mado 
by market stall-holdors it was decided to 
recommend to the Govcrnment that no 
notice be taken of tho complaints or of any 
similar ones in futuro. The President men- 
tioned that the atall-holders first. complain- 
ed about the partitiona and wanted them 
romoved, and thon after removal they com- 
plained and wauted them put back again, 


THE LAUNDEY QUESTION. 

The Colouial Secretary, replying to the 
Board's auggestioa to train certain hillside 
streams and turn thom into tanks for 
washing, wrote that 2 detailed project for 
that purpose would bedrawn op this year. 


PROGRESS OF HOVSF DRAINAGE, 

Tho Sanitary Surveyor’s report for the 
second quarter of 1895 showed, in tabular 
form, various statistics referring to tho 
extension of the drainage system to private 
houses, -Thoro have been 214 hous-s re- 
drainod during the quarter, bringing total 
to date up to 4004; 958 are in hand, and 
the pumber of plans submitted is increased, 
The quality of tho work is distinctly im- 
proved. 

CHOLERA IN JAPAN, 

A Jargo mata of official correspondence 
reforring to the statistics of cholera in Ja- 
pan wns Iasid on the table.
